Miss Constance McK. Applebce, the' 


well knoM u authority on the game in 
England, nvas responsible for its intro- 
duction iid:o this country, and as the 
result of lior labois the women's col 
leges of Yjissar, Bryn Mavr, Pcnnsjl- 
vania; Wcllcsley, Massachusetts; Katl- 
eliffc, at Cambridge. Mass., and Smith, 
at Northampton, Mass., have become 
ardent patrons of field hockey. Sev- 
eial hundred enthusiastic youni; wom- 
en of athletic inclinations have formed 
themselves into teams, and an inter- 
collegiate association is soon to be 
formed. Men, too, are evincing a live- 
ly interest in the game. 


In the middle of each goal line and 9 


four yards apart arc placed the goal J 
posts.

The better tlie condition of the

Cricket, tennis 
or football fields can often be hired 
for one or two days a week dining the 
hockey season, and if reasonable care 
is taken of the ground it should iu no 
way be the worse for hockey. 


When no better is available, an ordi- 


nary fiat field, if rolled and looked aft-

A good stick is of greatest impor- 


tance. Sticks should weigh from nine- 
teen to twenty-five ounces. The most 
useful weight for a beginner is twenty- 
two ounces. With this she can play in 
any place on the Held. The general 
custom is a nineteen or twenty-two 
ounce stick for the forwards, twenty- 
o$e to twenty-three ounce stick for the 
halfbacks, twenty-three to twenty-five 
ounce for the backs and goalkeeper. 
The average height is 3 feet 2 inches. 
But in this, as in the weight, each indi- 
vidual is the bc^t judge as to which 
suits her particular mode of play and 
-which, while long enough to pre\ent 
stooping, is not so high as to impede 
easy ami fiee wrist play.

The game of field hockey has been 


highly recommended by American au- 
thorities on physical education and is 
as popular in England as b-isebali is in 
America. It also has an ad\anlage, 
owing to the fact that it can be played 
by boys and girls, men and women, 
and in England mixed tournaments are 
particularly popular. It is Miss Apple- 
Jbce's intention to endeavor to get the 
different golf clubs to take up this Eng- 
lish game as an adjunct to the game of 
golf, for in this way the women folks 
will become more interested in physic- 
al development. 


Although the game can be traced 


back to 1527 in England and 1387 in 
France, it was only in 1875 the Men's 
Hockey association was formed and 
placed upon a sound basis. In 1886 the 
first women's hockey club was started, 
and it gradually became a favorite 
sport among Englishwomen. It \\as in 
1895 that the All England Women's 
Hockey association was formed, and 
from that until the present day it has 
been popular throughout Great Brit- 
ain,

In a book Miss Applebce has written, 


entitled "Engli&h Field Ilockej For 
Men and Women,*' she du&cnbes the 
mode of play as follows: 


The game is played bv twenty-two play- 


ers, eleven on each side, but ^here there 
is difiiculty m getting the full numbers 
the respective captains niav decide to 
play with twenty or eighteen. A regula- 
tion match game should be played with 
the full number on each side. Each eleven 
consists of five forwards, three halfbacks, 
t\so fullbacks and a goal keeper. 


The five foiwards stand close to th« 


center line. Their feet and sticks must 
be inside the line—that is, nearer their 
o^n goal than the ball, which is placed 
on the line. The remaining players are 
stationed as provided for in the official 
rules. 


The game starts with the ball being 


"bullied off1 in the center of the ground 
by the two center forwards. The ball is 
placed on the hne, and the two foiwards 
who are bullying stand with one foot on 
either side of the hne facing each other 
and standing square to the side line. 


The center halves and left and i:glit in-

widespread curiosity. But what is 
not generally known is that there 
are a certain number of women nrcho 
have no direct interest an the cases 
being tried, who nevertheless are reg- 
ular attendants at the sessions of the 
criminal -and police courts. 


Some of these have their regular 


days for attending, the cases being 
heard having absolutely no special 
attraction an themselves. 
Others 


may be looked for two or three times 
a week, when »ome particular judge 
is on the bencth. Judge Warren Pos- 
ter appears to be a -particular favorite 
with the women. Two young women 
attend court three times a week <when 
he is presiding, They are well known 
to the officer^ at the door, who has 
come to expect them and to reserve 
seats for ttfieni. They are good look- 
ing and well dressed, appear to be 
pei sons of refinement, who actually 
are making a study of conditions in 
court during the progress of a trial. 
They never cause any trouble, but 
evince the liveliest interest in the 
proceedings, however technical may 
be the evident or however Obscure 
the point at issue in the case. 


Down stairs in the police court, 


where cases of the pushcart variety 
and the petty quarrels and neighbor- 
hood disputes are settled the "regu- 
lars" are not so much in evidence, 
but always there ar« some women in 
attendance. Sometimes there are as 
many as thirty; generally ten onay be 
found thsre. They are not so serious 
in demeanor -as their sisters >who at- 
tend the more important courts, and 
Door Officer Slogan has to keep 
a 


close eye on them, for the majority 
of the young people appear to consid- 
er that they are in a theater. 


One little woman who comes reg- 


ulaily to this court elicits much sym- 
pathy from the ofE:ers 'because of 
her per&iste-nt but polite endeavors 
to see the judge. She always carries 
a bundle of ^apeis, and insists that 
£fhe lias something of importance to 
communicate", but up to the present 
she has not been favored with an op- 
portunity. 


The court of. special sessions "has 


the'laigest and' steadiest attendance. 
Many women attend 'here from the 
opening of court in the morning un- 
til adjournment late in the afternoon, 
and come day after day. 


Two young v/onien who came to this 


court with notebooks a week or two 
•ago tb practice shorthand made vol- 
uminous notes during the first day, 
a few the second and none at all1 the 
thiid.

CAUSE SHADES IN WATER. 
The varying shades which natural 


water assumes 
are due chiefly to 


two causes—vegetable stain and sus- 
pended matter. When the latter is 
present in appreciable 
quantity it 


causes turbidity and is not a real 
pigment. 
The true color or vegeta- 


ble stain is greenish-yellow to red- 
dish-brown and is due to decayed 
plant growth. 
The suspended mat- 


ter is generally mineral and often 
contains iron. The color acquired by 
water at the bottom of a deep pond is 
largely due to this cause. 


Experts have adopted a method of 


stating the depth of color in water 
by comparison with a mixture of 
platinum and cobalt, the color pro- 
duced by one part of platinum to 1,* 
000,000 paits of water being taken 
as the unit. 


Thus it has been shown that the 


color of surface water depends both 
on the character of the neighboring 
vegetation and on the time that the 
water remains in contact with it.

The chains snapped, and she moved 
toward the breakers. Sail was made, 
and she was worked twenty-live miles 
to sea. Tbe next day two tenders 
steamed out to tow her in. Both failed. 
l!y dusk she was in tho breakers. She 
was ln-adi-d for tin: beach and slmc!:. 
Her crew was taken o,T in the breeches 
buoy.

FUEL FBOM MUD. 


Nowadays everything 
that will 


burn is interesting. 
A fuel works 


at Staugfiorden, in Norway, where 
peat is made into a use.ful 
fuel, 


should be 
of especial 
interest to 


Massachusetts, which is said to be 
talking of opening up its extensive 
peat beds. The factory at Stangfior- 
den is run by electricity generated 
by water power and has been in op- 
eration since 1898. 
The chief diffi- 


culty in manufacturing fuel from 
peat is getting rid of the water with 
which it is always soaked. 
About 


85 per cent, by bulk is water and 
practically all of this must be re- 
moved before a satisfactory fuel is 
obtained. 
At Staiigfiorden the wet 


peat 
is brought to the factory in 


boats, from which it is removed by 
electric conveyors and submitted to 
a preliminary rough drying and 
pressing. The briquettes thus form- 
ed are placed in chambers, through 
which warm, dry air is driven, and 
are 
finally placed 
in 
electrically i 


heated retorts, where the drying is | 
completed. 
j 


The peat yields, besides the bri- I 


quettes, tar, charcoal, creosote, sul- ' 
phate of ammonia and otner by-pro- | 
ducts. 
The electric power is obtain- I 


ed from five 80-kilowatt dynamos. 
The plant is capable of turning out ; 
1,000 centners (a centner is about 
; 


110 pounds) of air-dried peat a day. 
The fuel is said to burn well, yields 
little soot or ash and is really sala- 
ble in Bcrj^n nnd other towns.

Beneath the .-waters of 


bay, beneath, the rearing structure of 
the new 10,000 ton tattle EJaip Con- 
necticut, building1 at the Brooklyn 
navy yard', lies '.the 'ghost of "Old 
Jersey," tbs notoiious prison ship 
of RevolutiCnMy-ytiines. 
Lost for 


almost a hundred yea-re; searehsd for 
m vain by government authorities 
and historical eociebies, the remains 
of the ship which "brings a fluslh of 
shame to the English cheek wihenever 
fit is mentioned today, wene found ac- 
cidentally by the laborers who were 
driving- spiles upon whioh to 'build 
tiie niO'deru war ship. It is as ii it 
were a. fulfillment of a prophecy that 
upon the ruins oE the wooden hulk of 
Uie eii'amy sSiiffl rise the iron struc- 
ture of a man-o'-war O'f the infant 
country it sought to crush. 


Sixteen feet 
of soil luavs been 


thrown in on top of the British ves- 
sel, more deeply 'interaied! than were 
the bones of the martyrs who died 
within her sickealing sid'es 'and were 
afterward, left ble'alrh'in'g on the sands 
of the shore, washed by the tide, The 
massive oak and teak timbers of the 
prison, ship, preserved by the water, 
are stiM in as good condition as when 
she first sljd from Oior ways into the 
waters of the harbor of Glasgow. The 
civil engineer who Quas 'Charge of the 
foundations, experienced considerable 


difficulty in driving the lomg spiles 
where he wanted them. Everywhere 
hs went along the track laid down 
for the ways toe came in contact with 
h'oavy timbers 'at a dept.1i of sixteen 
feet. So persistent was the obstruc- 
tion that it -seemed as if there were 
a wood'en floor laid down under the 
eaath. 
HOW "OLD JEBJSEY" "WAS FOUND 


No particular importance was at- 


tached to this, because It was well 
understood that timber obstructions 
were to be encountered under the 
"made" ground of the navy yard. It 
was not until the piledrivers had 
actually fslt about under the soil and 
marked out the lengttti and etoipe of 
tlie timbers that it was kmown that 
the hull of a large ship was lying 
there. 
The timbers ram "for a dis- 


tance of 250 feet, with a pointed bow 
towaird the land and a flat 'Stern near 
Khe water front. 


While the engineer was wond'ering 


what historic frigate they 'had dis- 
c'overed, sin old man, leianti'iiig upon a 
cane, appeared upon ths scene. He 
inquired into the cause of the tremble, 
and, when told of the £l!rape and size 
of the obstruction, declared that it 
was the hull of "Old Jersey" wMch 
they had discovered. 


"For, when I was a boy, some sixty 


yews ago," he said, "I remember 
(Seeing the remains of tflie old frigate 
lying submerged about flt this point. 
It was all water here 'then, but at 
low tid-e you could make out the sides 
of the hull sunk in tlie mud." 


Further investigation revealed the 


if act that the old 'resident was right. 
After the close of the Revolution, the 
Eu-itis'h, having no further use for 
the uivseaworthy "Old Jersey," left 
her where She was, authored in Wall- 
about bay: She was moved in out of 
the channel, and no further attention 
was paid to her. 


About October 20, 1776, the first 


prison Eflrip was anchored in "Whinll- 
abocht" bay, 
now 
the 
Brooklyn 


niavy yard basin. She was the only 
prison yhip in the bay until May, 
1777. 
In that year two more ships 


came, and tlhe sickly prisoners in the 
Whitby, the first ship, were transfer- 
Ted to them. During October, 1777, 
one of these vessels was burned and 
many prisoners perished 
in the 


flames. A r.E'Cond was set en fire by 
the despairing prisoners in February 
of the following year. 
The Good 


Hope, the Sccrpion, this France of 
Wales and the Old Jersey took their 
places. 


But of all of these terrible prison 


ships Uhe "Old Jensey"—the "Hell," 
as she TMas called—rwas the most no- 
torious. She was originally a sixty- 
four gun ship, but told become unfit 
for actual war service. After a bat- 
tle with a Frem.'h fleet, in which she 
"was much injured, she was disman- 
tled, 'her spars and rigging were re- 
moved and her figurehead was takE'n 
to repair 'another ship. 


Tims, without ornament, an old. 


unsightly 
hulk, 
-whose dark and 


filthy 'external appearance fitly 'rep- 
resented th'e death and despair that 
reigned within, she was anchored, in 
April, 1778, 
in the "Whnllabocht 


bay" .for the reception of prisoners. 


For the purposes of a .prison ehip 


she was stripped c-f every thing1, and 
the bowsprit, which was used as a 
derrick for taking in supplies, was 
al'l that was left on deck, except a 
flngipole amidships 
for signaling. 


Her portholes were closed and secure- 
ly fastened, and groups of four holes, 
about twenty inche-3 square, were cut 
in 'her sides for the adimission of air 
at distances of eveiy ten feet. 
The 


apertures were secured by strong iron 
bars, crossing each other at right an- 
gle's, but their arrangements did not 


j permit a free current of air between 
decks, where the prisoners were con- 
fined. 


The appearance 'of the "Old Jersey" 


r.s she lay in Whiallabocht bay is 
graphically described by 
Captain 


Di'ing. Leaving New York with 130 
prisoners, brought in by the British 
ship Belisarius, he proceeded to the 
plr.ce of their imprisonment, under 
the charge of the notorious Bavid 
Sprcat, commissary of prisoners. 


"We at length doubled this point," 


he says, "and came in view of the 
Wollabout, where 'lay before us the 
black 'hulk of the 'Old Jersey,' with 
her satellites, 
th'e three 
hospital 


s'toips, to which Sproat pointed in an 
exulting manner, and said: 
v 


" 'There, rebels, there is the cage 


for you.' 


"As he spoke my eye- turned to tha 


hulk. 
A multitude of persons were 


movivg on her upper deck.

you r:sy newcomers.' " 


In 1782, when Alexander Coffin was 


srnt a prisoner 
on board the ol'l 


Jersey, lie found nibout 1.100 prison- 
er;? there, many of whom during the 
severity of the winter were without 
clothing to keep tlreun warm. To 
c^e.npe freezing it wns oven nrces- 
s^ry to walk the decks briskly or to 
::tay below. 
On'y by using ;;re:it 


effort could they fceep from freezing 
and many of the prisoners, wasted 
by Eiclmrs1;, had not the strength for 
Ilia effort. 
They escaped smallpox 


and yellow fave:1 only to fall victim.1; 
to tba cold. 


In his memoirs Mr. Coffin says the 


prisoners wera fed on putiid beef and 
pork nnl bread -.vliich had Ibeen con- 
demnod on the English 
warships. 


They had to beat it against the hull 
before- they cot'.id 
cat it. 
On the 


upper gun deck hogs were kept in 
pens for tlr? use 
cf 
the 
officers. 


W.hen tha hogs were fed bran the 
prisoners would steal it from the 
1 rough. 


Scmeti!v..;s the prisoners ivcrc de- 


nied tlto lisa of fire for several days 
111 tuccesE'ioii and had to :eat their 
meat raw. When fircfwas allowed it 
was confined to a large copper boiler, 
•which was corroded by the use of 
suit water. The men -were compelled 
to put tluir meat into 
this green 


boiling1 water and take it out again i 
r.t a particular time, whether it wr.s 
cookod1 or not. To the TIPO of this 
poisonous boiltr and the filthy bilge 


triibutE'd much of their sickness. 


•Light was not psrmitted at night, 


and tl:2 hulk -,vr?s so crowded tlint 
the prisoners could not move without 
falling over each other. 
Thsir rest 


was broken by the g-ronns of the sick 
and dying and by the men who went 
crazy and cursed 
their inhuman 


keepers. 'The dying in their lart con- 
vulsive agonies frequently fell across 
the bodies of their sick companions, 
and as the sick wtrc unable to remove 
them they 
hnd to lie there until 


morning, when the death patrol canic 
in search of those who had died in 
the- ytiffht. 
THE KEVEIT-LE OF THE DEAD. 
"Turn out your d«id!" the- patrol 


would cry, comb's1 out of th™ sun- 
ligh't into the stench of the bln^k 


hulk 
below. And! the dead were 


turned cut from the living, it be- 
ing1 necessary to awaken same of the 


j prisoners to ask them if they were 
dead, 'because "movement, not :ipp;ar- 
ancus, could be trusted only. 


The fortunate cues were stwn up 


in their blankets arid carried by their 
companions xindsr a guard to tha 
shore and thero buried. 
Sometimes 


the succeeding tide washed cut the 
grave and the tones were, exposed 
along th'3 beach, blcacljing1 in th? 
sun. 
The whole shore, frcm Eeii- 


ner's point to Rsmsen's doorynrd and 
ficm his barn to Kepeljc's farm, and 
the slopes of the hill, nnd the smul 
island between the floodgates n^ul th» 
mill dam that tt=ed to be there, wc;o 
filled with the remr.ins of the mar- 
tyi-s. 


It is estimated that 
11.000 per- 


ished in the old J1. .rscy nlone. 
The 


matter was frequently 
braup;ht to 


the attention of Gsn. George Wash- 
ington by returned prisoners, and he 
wrote- this letter to Lord Howo, un- 
der date of January 13. 1777:

Had they 
been [content to sit in 


sloth, and seize what mousy they 
could by virtue of their dictatorship 
they -might have been left in practical 
peace for years. For revolutions and 
proclaimed republics 
nnd dictator- 


ships sprang up throughout South 
America like mushrooms. 


'But prosperity brought envy down 


upon Acre. Settlers began to pour in. 
Most of them 
did not know what 


kind cf republic this was, and1 less 
oared. 


One government is much like an- 


other there.

did come—after 
months and more 


menths of weary marching and 
swimming and canoeing1 and climb- 
ing'—reads dispanngly and tediously 
like a catalogue. Some of the kings 
cf Acre lit out.

was sudden. He had reasons. He had 
more than $600,000 banked safely in 
eivilizcd banks. Many of his com- 
rades doubtless are tramps today, as 
they began.

rof the kings eleicted to stay 


and light. Several of them found it 
fatal. Others went to prison. 


Still others have kept it up ever 


since, and they change from dicta- 
tors nnd presidents to fugitives and 
back again so often and so suddenly 
that it would be quite impossible to 
trace their careers. 


For instance, one dictator, tlie Ital- 


ian Parravicini, iled before the Boliv- 
ian troops. While they were chasing 
him. another body of BC'livinn sold- 
iery entered Puerto Acre and estab- 
lished headquarters there. 


"VViiiiu they wcic iu the act of &CL- 


tlillj;: down for a rc:;t a Br.isHv.iii en- 
gineer, Gcntil Norberto, proclaimed 
a new republic right 
under their 


nose;;. 
He imprisoned the Bolivian 


officers nnd went 
on to spread tJi« 


glad news. 


While he was away tho two offi- 


cers so worked on the mercurial pop- 
ulation with manifestoes, a favorite 
Latin method of warfare that Kor- 
beito hail to return and release them. 
Later the Bolivians .U;;uuloned Puerto 
Acre "on account 
of the climate." 


They needed no weather prophet to 
tell them that it was 
gclng- la be 


hot. 


In the meanl.imfi another body of 


Bolivian troops had been advancing 
from another (Mreetion.

One of tho queer tilings made of 


coal is an ancient coinage of money. 
The articles termed Kimmeridge coal 
money are found only in one locality, 
in the pseudo-isle of Dorsetshire. W. 
Miles, who cons'tructed a very ingen- 
ious hypothesis on the subject, at- 
tributes these obscure relios to the 
hands of the Phoenician artists, and 
regards them as .representatives of 
coin, and of some mystical use in 
sacrificial of sepulchral ri'tcs. Thesa 
curious articles arc found in two se- 
cluded valleys, open to the sea, di 
vided by an interesting ridge of con 
sidernble elevation, and known as 
Kimmeridge <vnd Worthtarrow Bays. 


These bays are in the wildest and 
least frequented part of Purbeck, 
where the plowshare 
is scarcely 


known, nnd the scanty population, 
retaining many primitive character- 
istics, lives remote from the 
'busy 


world. 
The material of which 
the 


coins are formed is a bituminous 
shals, of which an extensive bed ex- 
ists on that part of the coast. 
It 


•has been much used in the neighbor- 
hood as fuel, and is still in request 
by the inhabitants for that purpose. 
It burns freely with a white ash and 
slaty residue, andi diffuses a disagree- 
able bituminous •odor over the 'apart- 
ment in iwhich- it may be consumed. 


In form, these wal moneys are flat, 


rcircular pieces, with beveled and 
•molded «#ges, from 1}£ to 2% inches 


in diameter, and from % to % of ani 
inch in thickness. The accuracy with 
which the circular form is preserved 
nnd -the sharpness of the moldings— 
even after the lapse of many ages— 
shows that the pieces were turned in 
a lathe. 
They have on one side two 


or three or four round holes, appar- 
ently for fixing the point 'of a chuck, 
and on the other side a small pivot 
hole. In a few instances these round 
holes are absent, and the pieces are 
wholly perforated with a single cen- 
tral square hole, so that the pieces 
may be fixed on a small, square mon- 
dirilhead —- another 
circumstance 


which proves' that the people -who 
made these articles were -well nccus- 
tomed to the us* of th» lathe. These 
antiquarian problems are discovered 


beneath the surface, at depths vary- 
ing from 5 to 18 indies, or occasion- 
ally perhaps at a still greater depth. 
In some spots they are more numer- 
ous than in others; an one instance, 
upwaid of thirty pieces were dug up 
within the compass of about a square 
ynrd. 
They are frequently brought 


to light in some numbers in the con- 
struction of drains forj the purpose 
of bringing the land into cultivation. 
They are generally found at 'the bot- 
tom, of the superior stratum of mold, 
irregularily scattered - about, 
and 


•having no 'appearance or association 
to indicate an intentional and care- 
ful depositure. 
Of tlie substances 


with which the conl money is found 
associated, the first plwoe must toe 


assigned to fragments of pottery.Tke | 
conl money is freauently found mixed \ 
with small flat pieces of stone, hav- 
ing each but a few inches of surface.

Silchester, in Hamp- 
shire. 
Looking up the evidence in 


the public library. I find that for sev- 
eral years there have been carried on 
explorations of n buried Celtic city 
with the above name. It makes most 
interesting reading. It is Britain's 
Pompeii on a email scale, but having 
—it is computed—abou't double the 
antiquity of the Italian city. Among 
the three-thousand-yenr-old treas- 
ures wlrich have come to light was 


the coal statue, representative of the 
human figure from, head to groin. 
There are no legs and probably the 
sculpture was 'made without them. 
The material of the statue is spoken 
of ns bituminous shale, but there is 
no evidence to show it was not ar- 
tistically cut 
out of some kind t»f 


'timber, (like the totem poles of our 
Pacific Indians,) nnd in the course of 
thousands of years, buried beneath 
tho surface, 
had 
become petrified. 


However, tire archaeologist of today 
writes of them as a bituminous shale. 
This is another illustration of the 
omniscient utility of coal. The old 
Celtic word for these coal sculptures 
is "ogam." Its literal meaning is 
"man of ptywer.'' 
The word alone 


would explain the raison d'etre of 
the statue. There is a line extending

CAUSE SHADES IN WATER. 
The varying shades which natural 


water assumes 
are due chiefly to 


two causes—vegetable stain nnd sus- 
pended matter. When the latter is 
present in appreciable 
quantity it 


causes turbidity and is not n real 
pigment. The true color or vegeta- 
ble stain is greenish-yellow to red- 
dish-brown and is due to decayed 
plant growth. 
The suspended mat- 


ter is generally mineral and often 
contains iron. The color acquired by 
water at the bottom of a deep pond is 
largely due to this cause. 


Experts have adopted a method of 


statiiu;- the depth of color in water j 
by comparison 
with a mixture of j 


platinum and cobalt, the color pro- | 
duccd by one part of platinum to 1,- | 
000,000 ports of water being taken 
as the unit.

Why could I not do like- 
wise in Virginia? I regarded tho prop- 
osition with enough favor to borrow 
another biscuit. 
I'.v.t those bits of 


hard bread did not seem to Oil the ach- 
ing void that longed for them, and 
when I learned that most of the com- 
pany were as hungry as 1 and were act- 


lie wax very pule in.'il leaned low on 


hit* hurst;. 


ing according to the sentiment. "Eat, 
drink and be merry, fur tomorrow we 
may die." even though the death was 
to he by starvation, I followed their 
example with such industry that by 
the time I was ready In sleep my hav- 
ersack was as empty as when it lirst 
came from the quartermaster's. Never 
before bad 
1 enjoyed a::y meal so 


thoroughly, yet 'twas nothing but h.ird 
bread seasoned with Virginia air. 


It seemed only a minute to breakfast 


time, so soundly did 1 sleep during na- 
ture's effort to make amends fur the 
wakeful night before. No sooner was 
1 awake, however, than I began tc 
think of breakfast and ol' not having 
anything of which to make It. If mis- 
cry loves company, our troop ought to

The disease 
known as beri-beri- 


("bad sickness''), first described as 
early as 1629, is especially met with, 
in tropical and subtropical regions, 
but it is by no means confined 
to 


them, says the London Express. 
It 


has occurred in epidemic form 
in. 


.England, Ireland and other parts of 
Jiurope and as far north as tlie Rus- 
sian penal settlement at Saghalien. 


The home of beri-beri is Japan, 


the Malay 
peninsula, 
the eastern 


archipelago and Brazil. 
It occurs 


with Jess frequency in some parts of 
India, Ceylon and Africa, in western 
Australia 
and 
elsewhere. 
It 
is 


worthy of note that 
whereas beri- 


beri was formerly very common in 
China and rare in Japan, the .reverse 
is now the case. The disease is es- 
pecially prone to break out in certain 
districts 
and not infrequently as- 


sumes an epidemic form; low-lying 
damp localities are favorable to its 
spread. 
Newcomers to infected lo- 


calities are very prone to attack, but 
long- residence does not confer 
im- 


munity. 
In some cases the 
first 


symptoms of the disease'make their 
appearance within a few weeis after 
exposure to infection, in others not 
for many months. 


Beri-beri especially selects crowded 


centers, such 
as jails, 
asylums, 


schools and ships. Such centers soon 
become infected, and although the 
disease may lie dormant for a time 
it is very liable to break out afresh 
with the return of warm weather or 
tinder other favorable conditions. It 


LS extremely 
difficult, 
no 
matter 


what steps are 
taken, to eradicate 


the poison from 
a building which 


lias become infected. Defective san- 
itation plays only a subsidiary part 
in the causation. 
Buce. age. sex. 


poverty or wealth neither court the 
occurrence of the disease nor confer 
immunity from it, although it is 
true that adult males sillier most, 
[jrobably from their greater exposure 
to inl'ectiou. 


The immediate cause of beri-beri is 


as yet unknown and excites consid- 
rablc discussion and difference 
of 


opinion. 
The facts connected with 


the disease present a striking ana- 
logy to the effects produced by the 
abuse of alcohol, arsenic and certain 
other poisons 
and 
by 
the toxins 


("poisons") formed in the bodies of 
patients Kuit'ering from malaria, ty- 
phoid fever and 
certain other dis- 


eases. 


This1 analogy irresistibly suggests 


Unit 'oeri-beri ib ;tlbo produced uy r. 
poison. 
But 
what that poison is. 


whether it is manufactured in the 
body or outside it and if the latter 
how it gains 
entrance to the sys- 


tem, are matters as yet undetermin- 
ed. Their solution will do much to 
help the stamping- out of beri-beri. 
So closely 
does beri-beri resemble 


some cases of arsenical 
poisoning 


that arsenic 
has been cited as the 


cause of the disease, a theory seem- 
ingly finally disposed of by the fact 
that arsenic does beri-berics good. 


Organisms have been described as 


occurring in the blood of beri-berics, 
but as yet no organism has been de- 
finitely proved to be the 
materies 


morbi. 
It is, however, practically 


certain that the poison is manufac- 
tured by an organism which pro- 
duces it 
outside the body, but by 


what means the poison then enters 
the system is unknown. 


The fact that a beri-beric rapidly 


improves after his removal from the 
affected area is strong evidence that 
the poison is formed 
outside 
his 


body; in point of fact, he is in the 
position of a drunkard whose supply 
of alcohol, which 
he cannot 
form 


within him, has been cut off. Were 
the organism in the patient's blood 
it is highly improbable, though1 not 
impossible, that mere removal from 
an infected center would be followed 
by such rapid improvement. 


It is asserted by some that the ve- 


hicle containing the poison is rice— 
that is, rice of bad quality, in which', 
presumably, the organism flourishes. 
While there is much evidence to sup- 
port this view, there is much against 
it, and at present the question must 
remain art open one. Water seems 
to be beyond suspicion as a means 
of conveyance of the poison. It may 
yet be shown that the toxin is air 
borne, but until the organism is dis- 
covered and its mode of life and the 
poisons which it creates are definite- 
ly known, the means by which .the 
patient becomes infected must re- 
main matter for speculation. 


Whatever the beri-beric poison niiiy 


be, it exerts 
its baneful influence 


upon the ends of the nerves, induc- 
ing inflammation (peripheral neuri- 
tis) and degeneration, the symptoms 
of the disease being thus traceable to 
diminution or abolition of the nor- 
mal nervous impulses. 


The clisense develops gradually, as 


a rule, but sometimes very sudden- 
ly. The symptoms 
depend upon 


whether the nerves 
of motion and 


sensation or those 
regulating the 


circulation are affected. 
Thus the 


symptoms may be chiefly connected 
with the muscular and sensory sys- 
tem (dry beri-beri) or with the cir- 
culatory system (wet beri-beri), but 
in most cases the two conditions are 
combined, though one or other pre- 
dominates. 


At first thorc is weakness of tho 


muscles of the legs, which. 


ly increases until a stage of 'com- 
plete paralysis is reached, the leg 
drooping from the knee in a helpless 
condition; later on the same condi- 
tion appears in the forearms and the 
wrists droop. 
The muscular feeble- 


ness, ending in complete paralysis 
and subsequent atrophy, gradually 
spreads up the limbs to the muscles 
of the trunk unless the patient be 
removed from the infected area, the 
later grave symptoms referable 
to 


weakness or paralysis of the mus- 
cles concerned in respiration make 
their appearance. If the muscles of 
the larynx are affected the voice be- 
comes weak and may be eventually 
lost 
as the paralysis 
deepens. At 


the same time there is a numbness 
or perverted sensation of the skin, 
but considerable pain and sometimes 
cramp in the weakened or paralyzed 
muscles, which ultimately waste.
